It will also act as a depository bank for the funds 
of the United States government, particularly for pos 
tal savings bank funds, paying interest on them and 
reinvesting them under appropriate safeguards. It 
will rediscount paper for the local and state rura 
banks, and guarantee both as to principal and interest 
mortgage based bonds or notes guaranteed by ‘these 
banks. It will also rediscount farm loans held by 
national banking associations under the provisions of 
the federal reserve act.

Astor's first order 
was to clean out of all the Astor-owned buildings ten- 
ants of doubtful character. His hope is to be of real 
public service. But “he is no half-baked young rich 
man, whose soft pocketbook may be tapped by every 
needy grafter in the name of philanthropy. No man 
in America gets more begging letters or answers fewer. 
Now and then he gives money because he is sure that 
a good cause will be helped by it—though he is also 
sure that some of it will be diverted on the way. 

His farm at Rhinebeck is an index to his character. 
He 1s trying to find out just what crops ure genuine- 
ly profitable here, and why they are profitable, and 
how profitable they should be. One of these days he 
will give that information to the world. Accounts are 
kept with as creat accuracy as though it were a bank. 

“If a rich man can run a farm and make it pay,” 
stor said on one occasion, “a poor Man should be 
able to do 50.”

POULTRY, PIGEONS AND LIYE STOCK 
The Georgia State Fair 


(CONTINUED) 


HE displays of wheat, oats, 
I] sorghum cane, Keiffer corn, 

peas and many other things 
too numerous to mention are 
showing the same wonderful im- 
provement, and one can hardly 
realize what rapid strides the 
Georgia farmer is making. The 
large displays of canned fruite 
and vegetables are sufficient evi- 
dence that thousands of dollars 
that have herevofore gone to 
waste in many parts of this state 
are taken care of now more taan 
ever before, but not a hundredth 
part enough yet. Th-usancs of 
dollars could be kept in te state 
for many products that waste in 
the garden or orchard thas a littie 
canning would certainly save, ae 
these things seem to be a.naturar 
sift to us and enough is proaucea 
every year to feed several states 
like Georgia if it was cared for as 
it is being done more largely now 
than ever, simply by tearnting 
methods and seeing others who 
have done so by visiting these

velous, and shows that Georgia should never go out of the state to vuy 
4 pound of meat or lard, but we are doing so to the tune of many 
millions per year. 

These fairs have their effect on many farmers, and as they con- 
iinue to improve every year they are gradually educating hurdreas of 
teach who are going 4broad and making hundreds of other teachers, 
and in time lo come the old state of Georgia will probably be able to 
produce enough food products in the shape of grain and meat at feast 
‘o supply our home demand. Even if we dognot furnish it to the ig 
cities which are begging for it at the best pPices they have ever para 
and at prices that would make the farmer rich on live stock and 
poultry alone if they did not grow a stalk of cotton, if the people wouid 
only take hold of this industry. 

The splendid exhibit of sweet potatoes, Irish potatoes, sugar cane. 
fruits and nuts of all kinds is sufficient evidence that thousands of 
dollars could be brought into this state by those who would make it a 
business of growing potatoes or these other named products and ship 
them to the cities, which must. be fed and would be so willing to pay 
iis the price for them For instance, there are many acres in Georgia 
that -would- ea make 500 bushels of sweet potatoes. Many eastern 
and western markets are today paying $1.25 to $2 per bushel for these 
“products. Why not Georgia ship many carloads of these producis 
every year to the east and west and bring that money back to Georgia’ 
When one can so easily make from $500 to $1,000 per acre on sweet 
potatoes every year, why is it we do not take advantage of these 
opportunities and do more of it? When once these habits are formed. 
they graduaily grow on a person. ~The sweet potato industry alone in 
Georgia could be made to bring thousands of dollars back to tne state 
at many times over the profit of cotton. -The potato display at this 
fair is something wonderful and should be seen by everyone. 

Possibly the best thing on the fair grounds is the Rabun county 
display of {ts magnificent appl celery and other things that are 
grown in Rabun county, showing that as good apples can be grown up 
in those mountains on the very cheapest of land as anywhere in the 
world, and right here at home, at the best market in America for any- 
thing to eat. This désplay alone is worth going many miles to see. 

The industrial work and farm implements exhibited at this show 
are also showing that Wwe have lots of talent in this state to even make 
farm implements that will save labor, increase the yield ana make 
wonderful crops for us. 

In the ladies’ department can be seen every kind or fancy work, 
cake, fruits and eats enuugh to make any hungry man wish he was 2 
farmer’s.son or wish he was a farm- 
himself. the majority of tne 
products come from the farm.

“If you put your stamp of approval 
upon these bias and prejudiced allega- 
tions, we certainly should prosecute 
these two men for perjury; for if the 
charges of the defense are true, T know 
of no one who would shore richly de- 
serve punishment than they.” 

With reference to the defense’s argu- 
ment that because crowds outside 
cheered when they heard the jury's ver- 
dict a new trial should be granted, Mr. 
Dorsey said: 

“The courts might as well go out of 
business, then. They might as well 
hold star chamber proceedings where 
the people would not know what was 
going on and couldn't find out what 
was going on, if you are going to up- 
set a. verdict because it was rendered 
under conditions like that. Criminals 
could do as they do in France—hire a 
lot of clackers and at a given signal 
set them Inose with an uproar which 
would overthrow the court's verdict.” 

Regarding the charge that-the jury 
was intimidated into a verdict of guilty, 
he demanded: 

“Did anything happen in this Whole 
ease, in the presence of the jury or out 
of its presence, that could be compared 
to trials under protection of the militia 
such as we have had repeatedly in 
Georgia?” 

Mr. Dorsey cited a number of author- 
ities to the effect that evidence of oth- 
er crimes can be introduced at a trial 
on one crime if that evidente tends fo 
show motive. 

From the standpoint of law, said he, 
Mr. Arnold has made no issue for him 
to combat. All that is iméluded in the 
motion has been passed upon in delib- 
eerate judgment by the eourt, said he. 

He said that he was sorry Mr. Ar- 
nold, who had not attended thé session 
at all on Tuesday, was not present to 
hear wheat he was going to say.
